MAJOR TEMPLER HONOURABLY

Tur inquiry by the Court-martial into the 
charges agaimst Major Templer of disclosing 
the secrets of the Ballooning De ent at 
Chatham concluded last Monday. Several wit- 
nesses for the defence swore that they were with 
Major Templer at or near Chatham on the two 
principal days when he was said to have been 
in Birmingham. Counsel for the Treasury said 
that if the Court considered the alibi proved 
he would withdraw the other charges. The 
Court honourably acquitted Major Templer of 
all the charges, but expressed the opinion that 
Major Elsdale did no more than his duty in 
reporting the matters brought to his notice.

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OUR LONDON LETTER. 


Tue Млвасіз or ЗАллзвову had good reason to 
start with а cheerful heart for Wales at the 
commencement of the week, to address the 
nation through the medium of an enthusiastic 
gathering of Welsh Conservatives and Liberal 
Unionists. His Government continues to be in- 
vincible in Parliament. Loyally backed by the 
Marquis of Hartington and the Liberal Unionists 
generally, the Salisbury Ministry bids fair, with 
the observance of ordinary prudence, to weather 
every storm, and to add to the Statute Book so 
formidable an array of thoroughgoing reforms 
as to command the confidence of the public. 
Lord Salisbury has a brace of State giants in 
their way in Mr. Goschen, his commanding and 
acute Chancellor of the Exchequer, and in Mr. 
Ritchie, whose masterly grip of local govern- 
ment was so admirably shown in his lucid 
exposition of the County Home-Rule Bill. И 
some of Mr. Goschen’s suggested imposts and 


duties be vexatious to various classes, it should in. 


fairness be remembered that his Budget gives 
relief to many workers, and that it does not 
approach in extravagance the monstrous Hundred 
Million Demand of Mr. Childers, who brought 
the Gladstone Cabinet to grief in 1885. It 
was significant of the general strength of 
Mr. Goschen’s financial position that Mr. Glad- 
stone in his moderate speech of Monday in the 
Commons should have acknowledged the merits 


of his Budget, whilst taking exception to certain

The Empress-Queen of Austria-Hungary was 
the only Sovereign in London last week to remind 
us we once had a Court in the Capital. ** Beautiful 
Bournemouth '' now о the Queen of Austria. 
The Archduchess Marie Valérie on Monday 
morning visited the Crystal Palace, and after- 
wards Dudley House and the British Museum. 


The Dukeof Edinburgh on April 2 took leave of 
the Queen, and left Florence en route to Malta. 


. The Emperor of Germany, же learn from 
Charlotten bate, drove out on Monda; in a close 
carriage, the Yv i spells fine, although the 
wind was still cold. He wore a sulitary cloak 
and cap, and pad continuously ps ledged 
the greetings of the aegis Only his two 
youngest daughters * .the carriage with 
him, Princess Victoria having accompanied her 
mother to Posen. In the second carriage sat the 
Emperor's aide-de-camp, Colonel Von Brósigke, 
and in the third Sir Morell Mackenzie, who was 
very warmly greeted by the people. The carriages 
left the palace at twelve, and drove to West 
End, which lies on a height rather less than a 
mile distant, and from which a view could be 
obtained of the country flooded by the Spree. 
After the drive the Emperor received Herr Von 
Roggenbach, formerly Minister in Baden. 


The Emperor Frederick on Monday presented 
to the English doctors their orders. Sir Morell 
Mackenzie received the Grand Cross of the Order 
of the House of Hohenzollern, with the Star; 
and Dr. Mark Hovell the Crown Order of the 
Second Class. In handing the decoration to Sir 
Morell, the Emperor said, ‘‘ When you first came, 
I had confidence in you because you were recom- 
mended by my German doctors, but I have since 
learned to appreciate your skill myself. I have 
much pleasure in giving you this order, in recog- 
nition of, your valuable services, and in remem- 
brance of my accession to the Throne.” 


The Emperor Frederick handed 50,000 marks 
from his privy purse to Herr Achenbach, Pre- 
sident of the Province of Brandenburg, and head 
of the Relief Committee, when he was leaving to 
accompany the Impress to the inundated districts 
of Germany on Monday morning. 


The German Crown Prince William is said to 
be the chief opponent of the intended union 
between his sister and Prince Alexander. A 
rumour to this effect was current some time ago, 
and was circulated by the correspondents of the 
Pesther Lloyd and other papers, where it took the 
form of an argument that the German Imperial 
family could not enter into relationship with the 
grandson of a lady's-maid, this being a reference 
to the mother of Julie Von Hauke, who was 
morganatically married to Prince Alexander 
of Hesse. 


The hero of the day in Paris is still General 
Boulanger. He has been returned for the 
Dordogne, a Bonapartist Department, by 59,498 
votes, against 35,745 polled by the Opportunist 
candidate, M. Clerjounie. In the Aisne, his 
nominee, М. Doumer, was returned by 42,244 
votes, and though he had distinctly refused to 
stand, 11,611 members of 
showed their enthusiasm by givi 
to the General. In the Aud: 
candidate came in at the heu 
24,987 votes, the General self 
These figures demonstrate not o 
personal popularity, but rrowi 
the country against the existing x. 

General Boulanger at once issued an address to 
the electors of Dordogne thank them for their 
efforts, but stating that he is pledged to be a 
candidate in another Department, the Nord, 
where the polling e place next Sunday. 
gi Lord Salisbury arrived in town on Monday, at 
eleven o'clock, end, drove to the Foreign Office, 
where he was engaged transacting business until 
a few minutes before one ane e then drove 
to Euston, whence he travelled to Bangor, where 
he arrived at half-past seven. In response to 
the addresses and cheers, Lord Salisbury excused 
himself from making a speech, but expressed 
gratification at seeing such a large attendance of 
Conservatives to welcome his arrival in Wales.

Lord Harlech, Lord Penrhyn, Lord Winmar- 
leigh, Lord Aveland, Sir Watkin W. Wynn, and 
Mr. Kenyon, М.Р. Braced by their companion- 
ship, Lord Salisbury orated the following day in 
fine form at Carnarvon. 


The Duke of Portland has resigned the com- 
mand of the Honourable illery Company.

AN IRISH SUNDAY. 


We hope no further riotous meetings such as 
happened in Ireland last Sunday will disgrace 
what should be the day of rest. At Loughrea, 
that fervid Parnellite M.P., Mr. William O’Brien, 
occupied a platform sufficiently long to be able to 
claim a victory on behalf of the Irish Nationalists 
and to refute Mr. Balfour's statement that the 
League was a thing of the past. ‘here was little 
or no disturbance, and, on the processionists 
returning to the town, a meeting of the local 
branch of the League was held, at which speeches 
were delivered. In the evening Loughrea was 
illuminated. 

From Kilrush, Ennis, and Кашиик come 
reports of conflicts with the police, the more 
serious being in the two former places. At 
Kilrush the police and military made several 
charges, and a number of people were afterwards 
treated by surgeons for bayonet wounds. Аб 
Ennis an attack was made by the military ona 
corn store, in which an informal meeting was 
being held without the presence of the announced 
speakers, and the people were sabred by Hussars. 
The Daily News’ Special said :— 

The obstruction was speedily forced, and the police . 
armed with bátons rushed in and batoned the people 
indiscriminately. For along time no magistrate appeared 
to be in command, and the utmost contusion prevailed. 
The constabulary appeared to lose their heads, and the 
tumult rose to such а height that some of the Hussars made 
their way in through the gate and their sabres on the 
people, who were flying in all directions about the yard. 
А. reporter of а Dublin newspaper, Mr. Hill, his 
silk hat run through and carried off his head, the small 
finger of his hand being all but severed by а sabre cut. 
A countryman also had his head cut o by а sabre 
stroke. Meanwhile the police bátoned the people right 
and left. Grave fears of something approaching a mas- 
sacre were entertained, when the infantry were ordered to 
advance through the gateway with fixed bayonets. The 
order was. given not by a magistrate but by some non= 
commissioned officer, and the soldierswentinto thestore-yard 
with evident determination to make short work of the con- 
test. The ple rushed into the store, and ran in con- 
fusion up the loft, pursued by the military, who drove all 
before them into a corner of one of the lofts, where they 
remained until Colonel Turner arrived and ordered those 
on the premises to be proclaimed under arrest. А large 
number of persons were taken into custody and marched 
to the police barracks, where, their names having been 
taken, they were disch d. Stones were thrown at some 
of the Hussars byafew idlers in the crowd, and the cavalry 
cleared the streets. ' 

The Hussars returned to Limerick by special 
train in the evening, and as they rode through 
the town on their way to the railway station the 
troopers sang ** God savethe Queen "' and ** Rule 
Britannia," and indulged in repeated cheers for 
England.

THE CITY OF LONDON AND 
SOUTHWARK SUBWAY. 


A nove. engineering work is being carried out 
in London at the present time, consisting of a 
subway or tunnel bored under the River Thames, 
and running under the Borough High-street to 
Stockwell. The primary object of the scheme is 
to give greater facilities for passenger traflic 
between Southwark, Kennington, Stockwell, and 
the City. 

The contract for the construction of this great 
work is being carried out by Mr. Gabbutt, the 
contractor for important works upon the North 
Western, Great Western, and other railways. 
The line is being constructed with extraordinary 
economy. Its total cost, including land, &c., 
will be little more than one-fourth the cost of 
the underground portions of the Metropolitan 
Railways. 

The engineer, Mr. Greathead, under whose 
direction this work is being carried out, invited 
us down the shaft. We mounted the edge of a 
skep, or iron bucket, and soon were swinging in 
‘mid-air, implicitly trusting to the tender mercies 
of a steam-engine. The descent was curious, 
for in consequence of the twist in the rope, which 
is of steel, we descended spirally, so that our 
motion resembled that of a shell when passing 
through a piece of rifled ordnance. Having 
reached the bottom of the shaft, we walked 
southward through one of the tunnels, there 
being two—one for the up line, and one for the 
down—thereby avoiding entirely any chance of 
collision. Here, the most interesting part of the 
work, we found the men were operating upon 
the hard blue clay in the following manner. 

A cylinder of steel plate, ten feet in diameter, 
is pressed forward by means of hydraulic pres- 
sure, cutting a circular ring of clay a little over 
ten feet in diameter, thus leaving a slight space 
between the outside of the cylinder and the clay.

FIRE AT A BULL-FIGHT. 


A FEARFUL Disaster of а most extra- 
ordinary character is reported to have 
occurred at Celaya, a small town in the 
Mexican State of Guanajuato, about 
one hundred miles north-west of the 
capital. On Sunday, April 1, an 
audience exceptionally large, and in- 
cluding all the best people of the town 
and neighbourhood, had assembled to 
witness a bull-fight. The authorities 
had permitted a number of deserters 
from the army, and men charged with 
offences against the military laws, to 
be present under a strong guard. 

The scene of the performance was a 
tent-like circus, with mats hanging 
from the roof to screen the galleries 
from the heat of the sun. The soldier- 
prisoners had formed a plot to escape, 
in pursuance of which one of them set 
fire to the mats in the hope that in the 
confusion which would ensue they 
could slip away unnoticed. A brisk 
breeze was blowing, and the whole 
circus flashed into fire like so much 
tinder. 

The panic - stricken crowd made 
desperate efforts to escape. Some leaped 
from the galleries, and in this way 
fifty persons received injuries, and the 
number would have been larger but 
that the flimsiness of the structure 
enabled many to burst through the 
side hoarding. Others, maddened 
beyond all self-control, knocked down 
their fellow-sufferers, and made their 
way over their bodies to the street; a 
hundred are reported to have been 
injured by being trampled upon. 
Several of the sightseers became insane. 

In this frightful scene the bulls, ex- 
cited by the flames, escaped from the 
building, and, rushing through the 
flying crowd, gored men, women, and 
children right and left. As soon as 
the débris could be examined, nine 
bodies were found, charred beyond 
recognition. Nine persons were taken 
out alive, but so badly burned that 
they died shortly after. Sixty-eight 
others were also seriously burned, ten 
of whom are not expected to live. The 
catastrophe is described as the worst 
that has occurred in Mexico for 300 
years. Another account says altogether 
eighteen persons were killed, sixty- 
eight being badly burned, some fatally, 
over one hundred were injured in their 
leap from the galleries, and fifty were 
hurt in the crush. АП the prisoners 
escaped in the confusion. 


MARIE WILTON’S LOVE
